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NEWS PRINT AT 2%c., 


President Wilson Notifies Secretary of War to Purchase News Print Paper for Official Bulletin at 24 C. 
Official Correspondence Leading to This Step Given in Full—May Be Precedent to Demand That 
All News Print for Government Be Bought at This Rate, with Book and Other Papers 
Also Regulated—Action Follows Letter of International Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


WasHIncTon, D. C., August 27, 1917—President Wilson today 
is notifying the Secretary of War to purchase news print paper 
for the Official Bulletin at $2.50 under the National Defense Act, 
whether the news print manufacturers wish to sell it at that figure 
or not. This is one of the most important matters that the paper 
trade has faced since the beginning of the war. It is more than 
likely that with this action of the President’s as a precedent, the 
government will demand all of its news print at $2.50 and further 
that book paper and other kinds of paper may be regulated as 
well. The fact that this step has been taken bears out a story 
in the Paper TRADE JOURNAL of some two weeks ago to the effect 
that government officials were not satisfied with the paper prices. 

Below is printed the whole story as told in official letters, be- 
ginning with a letter from the International Paper Company, 
signed by Chester W. Lyman, the vice-president, to the Govern- 
ment Printing Office stating that $3 would be charged in the 
future. This is followed by a letter from the Public Printer to 
Senator Duncan U, Fletcher, chairman of the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Printing, who in turn asked the Trade Commis- 
sion again whether $2.50 was a fair price. This is followed by 
an answer from Commissioner Colver to Senator Fletcher, who 
then sent a communication to the President reviewing the whole 
affair. 

It is understood before he ordered the Secretary of War to get 
this news print at $2.50, that the President took the matter up 
with the Department of Justice and that he was told that he was 
entirely within his rights, under the National Deferse Act, to 
get this paper at $2.50. The correspondence in the matter is as 
follows:

Dear Sir:—Your letter of the 31st ultimo has already been 
formally acknowledged and we have also received your letter of 
August 3, and now write to inclose our formal proposal for sup- 
plying the government with an additional 400,000 pounds of stand- 
ard news print paper the same as already furnished you. You 
will notice that we have changed the price to 3 cents per pound 
f. o. b. mill. This step has been taken after considerable reflec- 
tion and in view of the figures showing cost of producing this 
paper. Without going into details suffice it to say that the cost 
of production substantially exceeds 2% cents, which the govern- 
ment is now paying us, and that the price of 3 cents only gives 
us a very moderate profit. It is $2 lower than we have sold any 
news print for during this calendar year, and at least $10 lower 
than we could obtain for the paper in the open market. Under 
the circumstances, therefore, we trust that the price will not only 
be accepted but that you will appreciate that we are still desirous 
of furnishing paper to the government on the basis of the lowest 
price at which we could afford to and at considerable sacrifice. 
We feel sure that the government officials do not wish to burden 
industries by placing orders at prices which do not yield some 
fair return to the manufacturers. Our cost of manufacture is 
steadily mounting and we have already sold considerable news 
print paper which has cost us more to make than even this price

higher. Since we are confronted with scarcity of labor a 
plies, in furnishing paper to the government, we are taking 
on being able to fulfill all of our other contracts.

news print paper being furnished in printing government pub- 
lications from two and one-half to three cents, f. o. b. mill. 
This letter and enclosures have come to my desk. 
ng after consultation with Commissioner Davies, 
\nswering your specific inquiry 
“as to whether the increase is justifiable, and whether the 
‘roposed price of three cents per pound f. o. b. mill, is, in the 
opinion of the commission, a fair and reasonable one,” 
he commission is of the opinion that neither is the increase justi- 
fiable nor the proposed price a fair or reasonable one. 
[his opinion is based on the fact that under the signatory agree- 
ment, of which the International Paper Company was a member, 
price of news print for the period from March 1 to October 1, 
17, was fixed at two and a half cents, provided that no re- 
umination has been requested. That price, according to the 
ling of the commission's accountants, allowed a very reasonable 
margin on the average output of the International. The commis- 
m is informed and believes that there have been some increases 
to the International because of its difficulty in getting out its wood 
‘essitating, to some extent, purchase at increased costs. The 
reased costs, or what are known as the minor items, such as 
reens, clothing, etc., amount to so little per ton as to be negli- 
gible. The commission is also informed that the International 
has put on in the production of news print certain of its slower 
rapping paper machines in aid of the production situation 
‘reby, however, increasing its average cost to a small extent. 
llowing for these several factors the commission’s accountants 
e still of the opinion that the price of two and a half cents gives 
the International Paper Company a fair, reasonable, average 
margin of about five dollars per ton, or over 10 per cent., or ap- 
oximately the same profit per ton at which its sales were made 
ior to the recent period of increased cost and demand. 


I am reply- 
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Meantime the future as to the paper situation is not bright. 
About January 1, the majority of publishers must make new con- 
tracts. There is every indication that they will be plundered. The 
bill prepared in your committee at the time Mr. Davies and my- 
self appeared before you is respectfully recalled to your attention.

Dear Mr. PresipENT:—Manufacturers of news print paper hav- 
ing declined to continue furnishing paper to the government at 
the price fixed upon by the Federal Trade Commission as fair 
and reasonable, I feel it to be my duty to submit the matter to 
you for determination as to whether the government should now 
avail itself of the authority vested in the President by either 
Section 120 of the National Defense Act, approved June 3, 1916, or 
Sections 10 and 12 of the Food and Fuel Control Act, approved 
August 10, 1917, to procure such paper as a necessary war supply. 

News print paper is required by the Public Printer for printing 
the Official Bulletin, and I have been advised that the expenses of 
this publication, issued by the Committee on Public Information 
under the order of the President, are paid out of the appropria- 
tion “for the national security and defense” in the deficiency act 
approved April 17, 1917. Paragraph 11 of Bulletin No. 29, issued 
by the War Department on May 17, 1917, states that the Official 
Bulletin is issued “for the purpose of disseminating official news 
during the present war,” and that “commanding officers of military 
posts and stations will post copies of the Official Bulletin in con- 
spicuous places for the information of all concerned.” The first 
issue of the Official Bulletin on May 10, 1917, page 2, also contains 
a similar statement signed by the Secretary of the Navy, under 
the heading “Order to Navy Men,” which directs all commandants 
and commanding officers to have the Official Bulletin “placed in a 
conspicuous and accessible place and to notify the officers and 
men under their ommand of its existence and purpose.” 

It seems clear to me therefore that the Official Bulletin is de- 
voted to “a public use connected with the common defense,” and 
that consequently paper, which is a supply necessary for the pub- 
lication of the Official Bulletin, comes within the provisions of the 
National Defense Act or the Food Fuel Control Act, to 
which I have already referred. 


and 


For your information in determining whether to direct the pur- 
chase of such paper as a war supply, I respectfully submit here- 
with copies of communications which, as Chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Printing, I have had with the Public Printer, the 
International Paper Company of New York, and the Federal 
Trade Commission, in regard to the purchase of news print paper 
for the printing of the Official Bulletin. 

In this connection, permit me to explain that the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing is vested by the Printing Act approved January 
12, 1895 (28 Stat., 601) with numerous duties relating to the 
purchase of paper and other supplies required for the public print- 
ing and binding, including the annual award of contracts and the 
authorizing of open market purchases. When the bids for annual 
contracts were submitted to the Joint Committee on February 17, 
1917, the prices quoted seemed so excessive and unreasonable that 
the committee decided that most of the paper on its schedule, 
including news print, should be bought in the open market until 
such time as conditions might warrant the entering into contracts. 
The open market purchases of all classes of paper since March

Look for a Heavier Demand for Paper from the United States 
Soon—Removal of the Embargo by Sweden on Pulp for 
England Is Regarded as a Favorable Factor—Paper 
Manufacturers Express Concern Over the Embargo Placed 
by the United States on Sulphur—Importation of This 


Commodity into Canada Has Increased Very Greatly 
Recently—British Columbia Paper Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Toronto, August 27, 1917—Canadian paper manufacturers are 
expressing great confidence in the outlook for the fall. In an 
interview on Saturday with the sales manager of one of the 
largest Dominion, several were advanced 
for this optimism. The first was that the circulation of news- 
papers in the United States was bound to increase with the more

“Up to the present,” stated the sales manager, “the increase due 
to the war has been comparatively small, not so much compared 
with what it was before as with what it is certain to become, The 
United States was not really in the war until now. From a news- 
paper circulation standpoint they will not really be in the war 
Then, as was fhe 
case in Canada, they wil go circulation wild. This increase ir 
the interest of the people in the war is a personal one, where 
before it was mainly a commercial matter, and it is just beginning 
to manifest itself with the movement of United States troops to 


until the first casualties come over the wires.

“There is another direction in which demand is bound to de: 
velop and that is in the making of war books. Only those in 
close touch with the trade can have any conception of the differ- 
ence that the public demand for a closer acquaintance with the 
war map of Europe will exert on the circulation and printing of 
war publications of all descriptions, books, magazines, etc., and 
this will mean a huge increase in the sale of Canadian sulphite 
pulp and other paper making materials. 

“There is another point that will tend to create at once a heavy 
demand for both paper and pulp from Canada. As soon as 
military matters get under way fully, all the mills and jobbers 
know that there will be a curtailment in the movements of other 
kinds of freight that do not come under the head of war materials 
and in many cases the railways will be forced to bring embargocs 
into effect. To be prepared, therefore, many of the mills in the 
United States will order all the supplies that they can well in 
advance. This will mean larger business for the Canadian mills 
than might otherwise be anticipated and will include ground wood 
as well as sulphite. . 

“There is one more element that looks favorable from the Cana: 
dian standpoint—the removal of the embargoes between England 
and Sweden, So far as we have heard an arrangement has been 
reached by which Sweden allows her bottoms to take pulp over 
to England provided they return with coal. This, while it may 
mean a slight deerease in the export of pulp from Canada to Eng- 
land, will still further cut off the supply of Swedish pulp that 
has been going to the United States and make the dependence in 
the United States and Canadian pulp more pronounced.” 


Anxiety Over Sulphur Embargo 


Considerable anxiety has been felt by paper manufacturers here 
over the probable effects of the United States embargo on sulphur. 
In an interview on Saturday, I. H. Weldon, president of the 
Provincial Paper Mills, stated that “from information received, it 
seems altogether likely that the export of sulphur from the United 


States will be restricted, allowing only enough for actual! 
print requirements. This will affect the book papers and 
grades of paper and will force the mills making these lines 1 
down.” 

The importation of sulphur into Canada has increased ver 
siderably during the past year. For the fiscal year ending 
31 last, importation extended to 167,944,710 pounds, val 
$1,346,299. Of this amount 158,424,825 pounds came fr 
United States; 9,314,475 pounds from Japan and 199,808 
from Italy, For the previous fiscal year, the importation an 
to 75,730,678 pounds, of which the bulk came from the 
States. In the year before the war the total imported w: 
69,712,420 pounds.

HotyoxkeE, Mass., August 27, 1917——The paper manufacturers of 
this city and vicinity are again greatly inconvenienced in making 
freight shipments. New rules and regulations that embody both 
car loads and less than carload shipments were sent out to all 
manufacturers today by the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. The announcement calls attention to the change of 
hours in making shipments daily, and if nothing more, it will 
cause considerable inconvenience to the manufacturers and ship- 
pers. The letter sent to the manufacturers is as follows: 

“Effective at once all less carload freight must be delivered 
at the freight house of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad not later than 3:30 p. m. for forwarding the same day. 
Ferry cars loaded on private sidings or public delivery tracks must 
be ready in season to be placed at the freight house for transfer 
not later than noon. Shipping orders or carload freight must be 
in the freight office not later than 4:30 p. m. 

“This arrangement is necessary in order that revenue billing 
may accompany all cars forwarded instead of being allowed to 
follow as heretofore and subject to delay in reaching the destina- 
tion or transfer point to which the cars are forwarded. This plan 
has already been adopted by some of the Western roads, and will 
become universal September 1.” 

J. O. Chapman, local agent for the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company, said today that the paper manufac- 
turers would, of course, be the most affected by this new ruling 
as they are the heaviest shippers in this city. Mr. Chapman said 
that the reason for the introduction of the new ruling in this city 
at once was to enable the paper manufacturers and others to 
familiarize themselves with the new rules as soon as possible. 

In complying with these rules the paper manufacturers and 
shippers will have to regulate their business so that freight in 
jess than carload lots will reach the freight house an hour earlier 
than at present, and that carloads will have to be made ready 
for shipment two hours before the present time. The New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad handles about 100 tons of paper 
per day at its local freight house, of which about 25 per cent. is in 
less than carload lots.

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SULPHUR EMBARGO DISTURBS 
THE CANADIAN PAPER MAKERS 


As No Supplies Can Be Obtained Now from Italy, Manufac- 
turers Have Become Altogether Dependent on the United 
States for Their Supply—Some Reassurances, However, 
Are Derived from Statements Made in the House of 
Commons at Ottawa—Canadian Paper Association Also 
Has Taken Up the Matter with the Canadian Department 
of Trade and Commerce at Ottawa. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Que., August 27, 1917.—Quite a flutter has been 
caused in the paper trade here by the news from Washington 
that an embargo is being placed on the export of sulphur from 
the United States to Canada. Since the war practically cut off 
the supply from Italy, Canada has had to rely almost entirely on 
the United States for a supply of sulphur for paper-making pur- 
poses. Out of a total import last year of 75,841,097 pounds, valued 
t $600,250, the United States supplied 69,730,678 pounds, valued at 
$553,181, the remainder being supplied by Japan with 5,875,039 
pounds, valued at $43,905; Italy with 205,991 pounds, valued at 
$2,676; and the United Kingdom with 29,389 pounds, valued at 
$488. Sulphur, by the way, is on the free list. I. H. Weldon, 
president of the Provincial Paper Mills, in an interview on the 
subject, is quoted as saying that he does not believe that an 
absolute embargo will go into effect, but that the United States 
Government will allow enough to be exported for the manufacture 
of news print in Canada. 

“Two-thirds of the great metropolitan dailies in the United 
States are supplied with news print direct from the paper mills 
in Canada,” said Mr. Weldon. “Sulphur is as essential to the 
making of paper as coal, and if the allowance of sulphur is re- 
stricted, production will have to be curtailed accordingly. If the 
supply is cut off completely the mills will be forced to shut down, 
as no sulphur can be obtained from Italy now, and Canadians 
have become wholly dependent on the United States for their 
supply. News print requires about 25 per cent. sulphite pulp. 
From information secured, it seems altogether likely that the 
export of sulphur from the United States will be restricted, allow- 
ing enough only for actual news print requirements. This will 
affect the book papers and higher grades of papers, and will 
force the mills dealing in these commodities to shut down.” 

From the that all the paper mills in 
Canada manufacturing a grade higher than news print are faced 
with a question of grave concern. Several important mills have 
been developed since the war began to supply a product formerly 
imported. If their sulphite supply were now cut off, it would 
mean the automatic transference of all the business now done by 
them to the American mills, until such time as arrangements can 
be made for getting sulphur elsewhere, or developing the produc- 
tion of sulphur in Canada. Furthermore, the big manufacturers 
of sulphite pulp, like the Riordan company, would be seriously 
affected.

Some Reassurance from Ottawa 

Some reassurance has been given to the trade by a statement 
made in the House of Commons at Ottawa on the subject. The 
following is the official report of this statement: 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux: I observe in the press that there is 
an embargo on sulphur being exported from the United States, 
which means, according to a letter which I received this morning, 
the closing of several Canadian pulp mills. Is the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce taking any steps with the Washington 
authorities to prevent such a thing happening? 

Sir George Foster: There is an embargo placed by the United 


States against the export of sulphur from United States territory 
The supply in the Southern States, particularly Louisiana, is 
stricted. It is meeded for the operations of the United Sta: 
Not very much is being imported from other countries at th 
present time, under present transport conditions. There! 
sulphur has been placed under embargo, and although non 

be exported except by license, the United States authorities 
open to consider representations as to our necessities, which r 
sentations are being carefully and thoroughly made.

Method of Using the Acceptances 


He thus describes the method of using trade acceptances: 


In general the seller when rendering an invoice for any single 
purchase of merchandise, if the amount is reasonably large, will 
accompany the invoice with a trade acceptance form duly filled out 
for the amount due, or, in cases where a buyer purchases of the 
seller (manufacturer or jobber) several bills of small amounts 
during the month, the seller when rendering a monthly statement 
will accompany the same with a trade acceptance form duly filled 
out for the total amount. Upon receipt the buyer has the option 
of either paying the bill, deducting such cash premium or discount, 
as may be allowed, or he may “accept” the trade acceptance by 
writing across its face the date and the words “accepted payable 
at Bank,” and then signing and returning it to the seller, thus 
closing the transaction. The seller will then either retain the ac- 
ceptance in his portfolio until a short time before it is due, when 
he will forward it for collection through his bank to the bank 
designated in the acceptance; or, if the seller finds himself in need 
of funds, he may, instead of borrowing from his bank on his single 
name promissory note, prefer to take a number of trade acceptances 
and discount them with his banker, or sell them in the open mar- 
ket through brokers or dealers in commercial paper thus convert- 
ing into available live assets the dead capital which is now practi- 
cally unavailable, being tied up in open book accounts. 

Attention is called to the fact that as a matter of law the place 
of payment of a trade acceptance, unless a different place is desig- 
nated on its face, is at the office of the acceptor, i. e., the buyer of 
the goods. The acceptor may, however, if he so desires, designate 
in his acceptance his own bank as the place of payment, provided 
the bank is located in the same city or town as his principal place 
of business. 

In case the acceptor, i. e., the buyer, desires to have the accept- 
ance made payable at a bank located in some other place than his 


home city, he must arrange with the seller to have such a designa- 
tion or authority to mz ake it incorporated in - body of the t: ade 
acceptance at the time it is made by the seller, i “To John Smith

not conform to the negotiable instruments law. *

How the Consumer Would Profit 


The general adoption of the trade acceptance by the commercial 
community, says Mr. Treman, would benefit the consumer in the 
following respects: 


(1) By materially reducing the losses of interest and bad debts 
the cost of doing business would be correspondingly lessened 
the high cost of living would be reduced. 

(2) Trade acceptances being the best and most liquid form 
bank’s assets, the general use of them and their purchase by | 
would make the bank’s investments sounder and the banking | 
tion stronger. Everything which tends to make the bank posi 
strong tends to benefit the entire community. 

(3) Trade acceptances make for lower rates of interest, as 1 
can be rediscounted at Federal Reserve Banks at a lower 
than any other form of merchants’ paper, and they therefore 
mit more economical distribution of merchandise and 
products. 

(4) As the seller who uses trade acceptances can employ his 
capital to better advantage and make it do nearly double the 
work possible under the open book account system, with slight 
additional risk and more frequent turnover, his business has a 
smaller operating cost. 

(5) Whatever losses may occur under the open book account the 
public, in the last analysis, has to assume through the price of 
goods, and any improvement in business and credit methods which 
can be installed tending to reduce this loss cannot but be of bene- 
fit to the public, i. e., the consumer. 

(6) If large corporations with high credit which finance t! 
needs by borrowing from banks on their single-name paper 
securing additional money by issuing bonds would adopt the trade 
acceptance system and arrange with their customers, who also are, 
as a rule, of high credit, to accept trade acceptances, they would 
secure their additional capital at a lower rate of interest, because 
such acceptances would find a ready market and because of the 
investment capital thereby released; and if the corporations secure 
their working capital at a lower rate it should assist them in 
making lower prices to the consumer. 

By encouraging the use of and purchasing trade acceptances 
which in turn can be used as a basis for note issues by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks the banker is assisting in the modernizing of 
our credit structure.

Mills Have Been Very Successful in Spite of the Grave Difficulties with Which They Have Been Confronted 
—Prices of Old Papers in Austria and Chemicals in Brunswick—Plants Being Established for the 
Production of Coal from Sulphite Lye—Belting of Great Strength Being Produced from 
Paper Yarns—Sulphate Kraft Paper Makes Unusually Strong Belting.

Paper mills in the Central States and in Scandinavia have so 
far been very successful regardless of enormous difficulties. The 
income of paper mills appears quite favorable; taken on an aver- 
age, of 80 mills only a few have failed to pay dividends, but their 
large profits exceeding those of 1915 have for the most part been 
carried over into the reserve fund for possible emergencies, and 
have also been largely devoted to the support of their employees 
(now in the field) and of their families. 

Many paper mills now making spinning paper stock exclusively 
have contributed to the advantage of those making paper, and 
these are over-crowded with orders. Pulp wood is abundant in 
the forests, but obtainable with difficulty owing to shortage of 
teams. A regular transport between Russian and German ports 
has relieved the situation considerably. Transit between German 
ports and Malmo in Sweden is well regulated and very active.

The only difficulty exists 
in providing building material at acceptable prices. 

The sulphite spirit will be available only for motor operation in 
which line it can successfully compete with benzine and as sub- 
stitute of benzine in technical industries but not for illuminating 
purposes.—Papier Zeitung. 

Paper Yarn Belting 

The quality of strength, resistance and durability of paper yarn 
textiles proves to be so excellent that they serve not only for 
garments, bagging, furniture material, etc., but of late they have 
stood the test of leather belts. 

The sail cloth weaving concern of Ludwig Winter & Co. in 
Bischofswerda, weavers of spin yarn cloth and bagging, has per- 
fected an excellent quality of new belting, called “Textor,” from 
woven paper yarn; we have now before us a piece of that belting 
of 10 mm. in thickness and 10 cm. in width, this piece consists of 
six folds of paper yarn stitched together. The belt has been tried 
in operation and has been carefully examined in the technical 
high school in Dresden as to strength and pliability. 

The primary condition is strength only available in the incom- 
parable sulphate kraft paper. Kraft means strength, and such 
strength in paper was undreamed of 15 years ago. The produc- 
tion is very simple, so that it is an easy matter to replace leather 
belting by paper yarn belting of equal strength at one-fourth of 
the cost—Papier Zeitung. 


Paper Pulp Market in Sweden 

Prices of ground wood remain unchanged, dry qualities are in 
lively demand, while wet pulp, on account of high rates of freight, 
is excluded. Sulphite fibres were in more lively demand, espe- 
cially from Spain and Italy; however, scarcity of shipping facili- 
ties is encumbering trade. Prices of sulphite are firm and un- 
changed at about 370 kroners f. o. b. GOteberg and 340 kroners 
f. o. b. gulf of Bothniar per ton net cash. The price for strong 
fiber kraft sulphate stuff is 410 to 425 kr. net cash f. 0. b. Affars- 
walden. Groundwood, white dry, has been sold at 210 to 225 kr. 
per ton f. o. b. Goteburg; many mills are idle for lack of coal, 
sulphur and kyrites. 

In Norway best sulphite is held at 550 kr. and more, bleachable 
sulphite 600 to 625 kr. per ton and advancing. 

In Frankfort a/M. the railroad administration has been offered 
9.16 to 12.81 marks for 90,000 kg. railroad tickets for stamping, 
8.75 to 12.16 marks for 15,000 kg. basket waste paper for free use, 
and 8.75 to 14.60 marks for 5,000 kg. old written papers for free 
use per 100 kg.—Papier Zeitung. 

Dr. Julius Ritter v. Wiesner Dead

in rejecting the proposals for annual contracts. The lowest bid 
submitted February 17 for news print paper on annual contract 
was 7.25 cents per pound, there being only two bidders, both 
jobbers, though proposals had been formally requested from all 
the paper manufacturers and dealers. The action of the commit- 
tee in rejecting these proposals has also been sustained by the 
subsequent reports of the Federal Trade Commission on its in- 
vestigation of news print and book paper prices, as contained in 
Senate documents numbers 3, 45 and 49, Sixty-fifth Congress. 

When the Public Printer was advised that the publication of 
an Official Bulletin was contemplated, requiring from one to three 
cars of news print paper per week, he obtained a quotation of 
3.1 cents per pound f. o. b. mill, from the International Paper 
Company for one car lot, and asked the committee on May 3, 1917 
(see Appendix A), for authority to purchase this quantity and 
an additional 400,000 pounds “at the lowest available price,” which, 
evidently, would not be less than 3.1 cents per pound. 

To this request of the Public Printer I replied on May 4, 1917 
(See Appendix B) calling his attention to the fact that the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission had found 2.5 cents per pound f. o. b. mill, 
to be a “fair and reasonable price” for standard newsprint paper. 
This price was fixed upon by the Trade Commission in response 
to a formal request signed by the principal news print manu- 
including the International Paper Company, “to 
find, fix, and determine forthwith what price per 100 
pounds at the mill would be a fair and price 
for the sale of such paper for use in the United States during 
the period of time from March 1, 1917, to September 1, 1917,” and 
agreeing to “carry out and complete at the prices fixed upon by 
the Trade Commission all existing contracts for the sale of such 
paper” and further agreeing “to co-operate with the Federal Trade 
Commission in carrying out any plan approved by the commis- 
sion to bring about the distribution of news print paper for the 
purpose of securing prompt and effective relief to the small pub- 
lishers of the United States and which will enable such small 
publishers, through co-operative buying, to secure their news 
print paper at practically the same price as that which is herein- 
under to be enjoyed by the larger publishers,” with the added 
provision that “new publishers shall not be charged more than 
said maximum price so found, fixed and determined by the Federal 
Trade Commission during said period of time.” This agreement, 
however, so far as it affects the publishers, was never carried 
out by the news print paper manufacturers. (See News Print 
Paper Report, Senate document No. 49, 65th Congress, pages 
136-7.) 

On account of the findings by the Federal Trade Commission I 
advised the Public Printer that I did not feel justified in giving 
an unconditional approval of his request and suggested that he 
invite competitive proposals for furnishing news print paper, set-

ting as a maximum price 2™% cents per pound f. o. b. mill, as fixec 
upon by the Trade Commission. I further advised the Public 
Printer that I did not believe it would be good policy for the 
Government Printing Office to purchase news print paper at a 
price in excess of that which the Trade Commission declared to 
be a fair and reasonable one, and stated that if the manufacturers 
were not patriotic enough to furnish paper at such a price I believed 
the government would be fully warranted in taking the necessary 
steps to purchase or procure such paper as provided for under the 
provisions of Section 120 of the National Defense Act. 
Complying with my suggestion, the Public Printer issued a re- 
quest for proposals under date of May 5, 1917, on 400,000 pounds 
of news print paper, stating that the price bid should not exceed 
2.5 cents per pound f. o. b. mill, “under a recent ruling of the

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IMPROVEMENT IN PAPER STOCK MACHINE 


Otis H. Folsom, of Waterville, Me., has patented a new and 
useful improvement in paper stock machines which is described 
by the inventor as follows: 

The primary object of the invention is the provision of a ma- 
chine of this character wherein the same is operated with mini- 
mum power and the parts are free from wear and the interior 
thereof is readily accessible on the raising of the screen plate tank 
from the vat. 

Another object of the invention is the provision of a machine 
of this character wherein the screen will effect a saving in the 
screening of stock and the stroke of the screen is readily adjust- 
able to allow proper action for different grades of stock. 

A further object of the invention is the provision of a machine 
of this character wherein the paper stock will be acted upon 
through the medium of a suction and compression effect through 
the action of rocking mechanism in a liquid sealed chamber so 
that the stock wiil be thoroughly screened prior to its discharge 
from the machine. 

A still further object of the invention is the provision of a 
machine of this character which is simple in construction, thor- 
oughly reliable and efficient in operation, strong, durable and 
inexpensive in manufacture. 

Other objects will be in part obvious and in part hereinafter 
set forth. 

The invention accordingly consists in the features of construc- 
tion, combination of elements and arrangement of parts which will 
be exemplified in the construction hereinafter described, and the 
scope of the application of which will be indicated in the appended 
claims. 

In the accompanying drawings: 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of a machine constructed in accord- 
ance with the invention; 

Fig. 2 is an end elevation thereof ; 

Fig. 3 is a top plan view;

serve to alternately effect a suction and compression on the rocking 
of the vat'in a manner and for a purpose presently described. 

Secured to the bottom of the tank constituting the vat 23 are

Leading from one side of the tank and communicating there- 
with is a delivery spout 37 for the discharge of the screened paper 
stock from the vat while the machine is in action. 

In the operation of the machine, initially, water is introduced 
through the screen frame 15 and plate 16 for the filling of the 
vat 23 a predetermined height to form a liquid seal between the 
shells 16 and the said vat and thereafter the paper stock is fed 
into the screen frame 15. When the motor 33 has been started 
the vat 23 is rocked on the shaft 22 and by the rise and fall of the 
displacement boxes 24 an alternate suction and compression will 
be effected in the chambers 21 in the shell 18, thereby drawing 
the stock through the perforations in the screen plate 16 into one 
chamber 21 and forcing under pressure the stock within the vat 
23 upwardly through the screen plate 16 through the other cham- 


ber 21, and this operation is continuous, as will be apparent. It 
will be obvious that when the vat is in motion the stock is being 
drawn down through the screen at one end, while at the opposite 
end it is being cleaned, and this allows a continuous stream of 
screen stock to flow out through the spout at the side of the 
machine. Fixed exteriorly about the shell 18 is a fender 38, the 
latter being stationarily mounted upon the frame 17, while car- 
ried by said shell 18 and surrounding the same is a fender 39, 
which fenders co-operate with each other to prevent the splashing 
of the stock from the vat during the operation of the machine. 
From the foregoing description, taken in connection with the 
accompanying drawings, the construction and operation of the 
herein described paper stock machine will be readily apparent 
and, therefore, a more extended explanation has been omitted. 


Having thus described my invention, I claim:

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New York Market Review 


Office of the Parer Trapgz Journal, 
Wepnespay, August 29, 1917. 


The developments during the week have been important. The 
book paper report, of course, received the most careful scrutiny 
and study. The trade was careful in the opinions expressed and 
awaited further developments. 

In news print there have been some recent revisions in 1917 
contract prices from 3%c. to 3c. f. o. b. mill. The reason it was 
explained being that some manufacturers feel that they would 
like to have their own customers on as good a basis as the aver- 
age, in view of forthcoming renewals. 

The subject of contract prices for news print during 1918 has 
been the subject of much speculation. In many quarters the view 
is held that the price of paper for 1918 contract renewals will not 
be lower than 3c. f. o. b. mill and that unless additional hard- 
ships are imposed on manufacturers between now and the month 
of November, which is the usual time for drawing of contracts, 
the price will not be much higher than that. 

The sulphur embargo on exports of sulphur to Canada in order 
that the supply for war needs of the United States may not be 
unduly depleted, attracted widespread interest. 

It is believed that Canadian wood pulp mills, furnishing supplies 
for about three-fourths of the news print paper used in the United 
States, will be affected to no small degree. 

Sulphur, which is classified with explosives, is included in the 
list of commodities for which export licenses are required. Offi- 
cials at Washington say that no shipments of sulphur will be 
licensed until Canada has presented complete estimates of the re- 
quirements of the news print makers of the Dominion and these 
have been compared with the needs of explosives factories. 

This marks the first direct effect of the war upon the paper 
industry outside of the effects produced through the loss of labor 
through conscription and the delay caused by the transportation 
situation created by military activity. The recent coal control 
program has affected the industry to no small extent. From now 
on the trade will find itself affected on all sides by the working of 
the war machine which the President and Congress have created. 
And it, like other industries, will find numerous problems appear- 
ing that only time and experience can work out. 

Prices have held steady for all grades of paper. The demand 
has not increased very materially, but many dealers report in- 
increasing inquiries for fall supplies. 


Demand for Mechanical Pulp Moderate 


The demand for ground wood pulp continues moderate. With 
consumption much below normal grinders have been forced to 
limit their production. News print manufacturers and other con- 
sumers have frequently come into the market for supplies and in 
this way some of the surplus supplies have been taken off the 
hands of the producers. Stocks of pulp in some quarters are 
said to be low. The freight car shortage still operates in this 
market and the transportation of cut timber to grinding plants 
is a vexing and serious problem. 

Prices have held steady. Quotations are 40@44. 


Chemical Pulp Still Restricted 


The chemical pulp market is still restricted and inactive. Be- 
cause of present paper conditions few consumers have found it 
necessary to go into the market for supplies other than those their 
contracts call for. 

Foreign pulp enjoys a very limited demand. Comparatively few 
sales of any gross tonnage have been reported during the week. 

Foreign exchange is against the American dealer. For instance, 
last week the American dollar had shrunk from 20 to 25 per cent. 
in comparison with the Swedish Kronor, which increased in value 


from 26.80c. to 33.50c. Little or no pulp is now being receive 
from the Scandinavian countries, as dealers here claim they ; 
unable to accept offerings of manufacturers in those countri¢ 
the prices asked, 

Domestic prices have remained steady. The lower level of qu 
tations have been the figures in most transactions. 

For imported bleached sulphite the quotations have been 9 
10.00c. Foreign bleaching is quoted at 5.75@6.00. 
bleached sulphate continues at 5.00@5.50. 

On the domestic side bleached sulphite holds at 6.00@6.35, 
unbleached at 3.50@4.00.

Rag Market Fairly Strong 

The rag market continues in much the same state as wa 
corded last week. Roofing rags continue to be in good det 
Thirds and blues have fallen off somewhat, but continue 
high in price, although some packers are grading them with 
ing. Mixed rags continue to hold firm. 

Local rag dealers were much interested in the brief des; 
which told that Spain had placed an embargo on all shipme: 
of rags from her ports. Spain before the war ranked fifth a: 
exporter of rags, but during the war and up to the period imme- 
diately preceding the embargo, she was the largest exporter. The 
embargo virtually stops all shipments of rags into this country, 
and this, it is believed, will be severely felt, especially with regard 
to new cuttings and Spanish linens which have been excellent 
and greatly desired. 


Bagging Continues Firm 

Bagging is rather firm with only moderate trading being carried 
on. For domestic gunny No. 1 price quotations have been 374@4, 
with foreign quotations the same. These quotations in the case 
of the latter are practically nominal, as there is but little foreign 
gunny coming over. Bright bagging is scarce—that is, good bright 
bagging—the price range to the mills that has been most common 
is 34%4@3%. Wool tares, both light and heavy, are held at 374@4. 


Paper Stock Market Slow 
News and mixed papers continue to be in fairly active demand, 
but on the whole business is comparatively slow in the paper stock 
market. The higher grades continue to be off. 
Twine Market Active 
The twine market continues active and strong. For India No. 6 
basis the light color is quoted at 15@15™%, with the darker shade 
at 16@17c. Paper makers’ twine in balls is selling at 13@14c 


Commercial Box & Envelope Co. to Build 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, August 29, 1917.—Announcement of an important 
change in the Commercial Box & Envelope Company is to be 
made here within the next few weeks. For the present details 
are withheld, but it may be said authoritatively that the company 
is to be merged with another concern, and that in the future its 
product will consist exclusively of solid paper board shipping 
ccntainers. The Commercial Company was located until some 
months ago at Chester, on part of the property of the old Roach 
Shipbuilding Company, on the Delaware River front. The ship- 
building boom brought into being the Chester Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, and as part of the policy of expansion of the Rarriman 
interests, of New York, which have taken over this concern, the 
Chester plant of the Commercial Company was purchased. 

About a week ago it became known that the firm was to build 
at Manayunk, a paper manufacturing center in the northwestern 
outskirts of Philadelphia. Work already has been started on the 
new plant, which will cost in the neighborhood of $100,000. There 
will be three buildings with a total measurement of 175 by 273 
feet. The name of the new merged companies has not yet been 
announced.

Soda ash and caustic soda displayed the strongest features in 
the weck'’s chemical market. Bleaching powder also was con- 
siderably stronger. The general market seems to be picking up. 
Contract business, of course, goes on as usual, but spot trans- 
actions are now occurring more frequently than before. 


ALUM.—Conservative buying continues in this market. Con- 
sumers are not stocking ahead, and are buying only according to 
immediate needs. For chrome alum quotations of 20@22c. per 
pound are made. Ammonia continues at 44%4@5'%c. per pound. 
Potash lump alum sells at a nominal price of 8c. per pound. 
Potash lump alum continues scarce. 

BLANC FIXE.—There are practically no changes to note in 
this market. Prices continue steady and firm, and evidence but 
little material change. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There is a firm undertone in this 
market, and dealers believe that with the advent of cooler weather 
much greater strength will be displayed. During the course of 
the early part of last week the market was irregular, but prices 
steadied toward the close, and large drums were quoted at 2c. 
per pound. A moderate demand for small drums was noted, and 
these were quoted at 3c. per pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—At the mines nominal prices of $35@37.50 are 
asked for brimstone. The domestic market has been greatly in- 
fluenced by the embargo on sulphur exports from the United 
States to foreign countries. 

CASEIN.—The price range in this market is from 18@23c. per 
pound with many dealers unable to get more than 20c. per 
pound for casein. The lack of demand has depressed prices. 
Paper manufacturers have been greatly interested in this com- 
modity. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market in caustic soda was exceed- 
ingly strong. Second hands practically control the situation, for 
they have a demand at even advanced prices. Quotations have 
ranged between 8%@9c. per pound for the 76 per cent, product. 
For 1918 dealers quote for the first half a price of 7c. per pound. 


CHINA CLAY.—The fall business continues to occupy the 
minds of dealers. Indications are current that the summer dull- 
ness is passing away, and that an increase in demand is immi- 
nent. Prices, f. o. b. mines still range from $13@18 per ton. 


ROSIN.—The last week of trading did not develop any essen- 
tially new phase in the rosin market. Prices seemed unable to 
hold themselves on the highest level reached, but the reaction is, 
so far, of very little importance. Viewed from the Northern buy- 
ing centres, if the present lack of demand continues, a further 
accentuation of the weaker feeling, which is in evidence, will re- 
sult. The South, however, does not seem to share this opinion, 
and is rather convinced that the present setback will soon be 
overcome and make way to a renewed wave of advance. It is 
difficult to gauge the relative importance of all the items which 
go toward influencing the market situation at this period, and it 
may be best merely to await developments for a while without 
counting too definitely on a respective movement of prices. In 
some circles importance is attached to the price fixing policy of 
the Government. While it may not reflect directly upon the 
naval stores market, it is nevertheless held that consumers, under 
the circumstances, will adopt an attitude of “doing nothing” until 
they can estimate more clearly what results will develop in each 
branch of industry, which is dependent in a measure of degrees 
upon naval stores. 


SODA ASH.—Soda ash continued firmer in price. Barrels

were offered at 4@4.10c. per pound, while bags moved at 3.95@ 
4c. per pound. Some price shadings occurred. 

STARCH.—For carload lots freight prepaid to New York City, 
the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe Pearl 
starch, in bag, $6.05; in bbls., $6.18. Buffalo corn starch, in bag, 
$6.23; in bbls., $6.36. Globe powdered starch, in bag, $6.20; in 
bbls., $6.33. Eagle finishing starch, in bag, $6.45. Crystal 7T. B, 
starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bag, $6.75; in bbls., $7, 
Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (machine packed), in bag, 
$6.70; in bbls., $6.87. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Stationary prices continue to 
rule in this market, which is very quiet. According to 
quantity and seller prices range from 2@4c. per pound.

The Empire Pulp & Paper Mills’ plant is at Swanson Bay. 
The pulp mill which has been erected on this property has a pres- 
ent capacity of 30 tons per. day, giving employment to 300 men 
in the mill and woods. The Colonial Pulp & Paper Mills is 
located at Quatsino Sound. The first unit with a capacity of @ 
tons per day of sulphite fibre is now being installed. 

The Pacific Mills, Ltd., was incorporated in 1915, taking over 
the enterprise of the Ocean Falls Company, a concern incorporated 
in 1909 by English capital. The Ocean Falls Company owned 
valuable pulp limits on Fitzhugh Sound and erected a well- 
equipped plant for the manufacture of mechanical wood pulp. The 
plant was never successfully operated and closed down shortly 
after completion. The new company, the Pacific Mills, have prac- 
tically reonstructed the plant and installed machinery for the 
manufacture of news print, wrapping and book papers. The first 
unit commenced operations last May and is now turning out 75 
tons of news print per day. The second unit will be in opera- 
tion by the end of the year and will add 120 tons to the daily 
output. About 400 men are employed in the mills and in the 
woods. 

The Powell River Company, Ltd., was incorporated in 1911 
and operates mills at Powell River. These have a daily output 
of 225 tons of news print and the company gives employment to 
upwards of 600 men, The plant is noted for completeness of 
equipment, manufacturing its own chemicals and electric power, 
owning its own tugs and scows, stores, boarding houses, etc. 

The Rainy River Pulp & Paper Company, Ltd., was _ incor- 
porated this year, taking over a plant previously owned 
company of the same name at Port Mellon on Howe Sound. This 
plant is equipped for the production of Kraft pulp, being the only 
one of its kind in the province. The output at the prese: 
is 10 to 12 tons per day, which will be increased shortly to 20 
tons.
